2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to claims 1-10, 
patentability resides, at least in part, in the anchoring apparatus comprising a data storage 
device having a plurality of cavities located on lateral sides; a sliding member being arched 
shape and including a compression section at the apex of the arched sliding member, a sliding 
section, a plurality of coupling members and a latch mechanism; and a dock having a sliding 
track, a anchor, and a coupling mechanism, in combination with the other limitations of the base 
claim.
